CHICAGO. Dec. G.—Atlantic City was 


chosen today as the place for the -na- 
tional 
convention of the -Prohibition 


parti next year. The time was left to 
the Chairman of the meeting which se- 
lected the convention city. The 
dale 


will probably be set between June 20 
and July 20, Balloting continued for 
spvtral hours before 
a decision was 


reached. 


Differences of opinion between the
